This is Heritage’s fourth separate auction of Ancient coins and comes hot on the heels of our sale of the amazing 
Shoshanna Collection of Ancient Judaean Coins in New York March 8-9, where a host of new records were set, including 
the highest price ever paid for an ancient Judaean coin ($1.1 million). Preparing two major sales scheduled only a month 
and a half apart has been a challenge to say the least, but | think you will find our CICF sale a very satisfying and attractive 
offering. 


A large number of the coins offered herein are from The Mayflower Collection, a holding formed between the late 1970s 
and mid-2000s by an East Coast gentleman whose family has a rich tradition in academia and archaeology related to the 
Classical world. In fact the Collector's uncle was instrumental in the discovery and decipherment of the Dead Sea Scrolls, 
perhaps the most important archaeological find in the Holy Land of the 20th century. The Collector's main numismatic 
interest was the silver coinage of the Roman Republic from the earliest didrachms of circa 265 BC through the Civil Wars 
following the assassination of Julius Caesar (lots 23227-23376). He also acquired a broad array of Greek and Roman 
Imperial coins as well. He bought widely and wisely from a number of reputable firms via private treaty and auction, 
retaining the crucial pedigree information. While not possessed of an unlimited pocketbook, he made excellent use of 

a scholarly mind and a connoisseur's taste in carefully making his selections. A quick survey of the Mayflower coins in 
this catalog will confirm that the Collector, who passed away last year, possessed an excellent eye for artistry, historical 
interest, and exceptional preservation. The result is an offering in which collectors of all levels and budget ranges can find 
something of quality to suit them.

Although previously catalogued as a plated (fourrée) coin, this spec- 
imen does not bear any obvious signs of a base metal core, though 
displaying considerable surface erosion, delamination and actual 
breakage around the edges. The interior surfaces visible at the 
breaks appear to be silver, albeit crystallized and showing signs of 
lamination, indications of great age. The coin could be an contem- 
porary imitation or forgery, made from illicitly obtained “official” 
dies, struck in an inferior silver alloy, which could account for the 
visible breakage and delamination.

This coin is a famous type featuring an elephant, the animal used 
by the great general Hannibal Barca to bring the Second Punic 
War over the Alps and into Rome’s backyard, and a mysterious 
and quite distinctive laureate head. The head has been variously 
described in the literature as a depiction of Herakles-Melgqart, a 
Semitic deity inherited by the Carthaginians from their Tyrian 
mother city, or Hannibal in the guise of the god. Modern scholar- 
ship, which tends to be suspicious of early claims to see portraits 
in images of gods, tends to interpret the head as that of Herakles- 
Melqart. However, the distinct physiognomy of the nose and other 
facial features, as well as the sideburns, seem to suggest an attempt 
at portraiture. In such a case it is difficult to avoid the possibility 
that Hannibal is actually depicted here - remarkable considering 
that no other portraits of the great Carthaginian general survive 
from his lifetime.

Debate has long swirled regarding the identity of the ‘helmeted 
hero’ appearing on the obverse of this type - is it Seleucus I himself, 
or Alexander the Great, or a composite demigod incorporating fea- 
tures of Seleucus, Alexander and Dionysus? In the new Handbook 
of Syrian Coins (CNG, 2009), Oliver Hoover opts for identifying 
the portrait as an idealized image of Seleucus himself. The reverse 
design of Nike crowning trophy, shown with exemplary centering 
and unusual clarity in this example, was paralleled by a nearly 
simultaneous issue of the Syracusan tyrant Agathocles hundreds of 
miles away. The motif would prove highly influential in both Greek 
and Roman coins for centuries to come.

Persis, home of the Achaemenid dynasty, obtained autonomy from 
Seleucid rule in the early third century BC and maintained a semi- 
independent existence as a vassal state of the Parthian Kingdom 
for the next five centuries. The historical record is virtually non- 
existent, with the sub-kingdom’s coinage providing virtually all we 
know about the ruling dynasty. The first quasi-independent prince 
was reputedly a Persian nobleman named Baykard; his son, known 
variously as Bayadad or Bagadat, was the first ruler to strike his 
own coins.

The Marsic Confederation was an alliance of cities opposed to 
Rome during the Social War of 91-88 BC. Resulting from the Roman 
refusal to grant citizenship to its Italian allies, the Confederation 
included Marsi, Peligni, Piceni, Vestini, Samnium, Frentani, 
Marrucini, and Lucani. The group intended to form an indepen- 
dent nation called Italia with its capital at Corfinium (modern day 
Abruzzo). Their coinage, modeled on the Roman denarius system, 
prominently depicted a female personification of Italia and oath- 
taking scenes reflecting the origins on the anti-Roman alliance. 
While the alliance was defeated on the battlefield, Rome eventually 
ended up enfranchising all of Italy, effectively acceding to the alli- 
ance’s demands.

There has been debate as to the correct decipherment of the mon- 
eyer’s cognomen on this coin. The unusual monogram VLO can 
be resolved in a number of ways: Volcatius, Volteius, Volumnius 
and Volusius. The numismatists Babelon, Gruber and Sydenham 
have all followed Mommsen in resolving the monogram as Volteius, 
while the historians Cichorius and Badian opted for Voluminius, 
specifically a son of L. Volumnius L. f. in the Aniensis tribe who was 
on the command staff of Pompeius Strabo. Both hoard evidence 
and a known mule pairing an obverse denarius die of Q. Antonius 
Balbus with the reverse of this coin strongly reinforces Cichorius’ 
argument.

Nothing is known of the moneyer or his family history other than 
that he was equestrian, and not senatorial, rank.

The reverse portrays the moneyer’s ancestor, the consul Lucius 
Aemilius Paullus, who defeated King Perseus of Macedon at Pydna 
in 168 BC, thus ending the Third Macedonian War in 168 BC and 
effectively ending Hellenistic Macedonia as a state. The previous 
consuls whom Rome had sent to subdue the Macedonians were 
untried in military command and completely ineffective, and it was 
only Perseus’ persistent lack of military intelligence that prevented 
a total rout of the Roman legions. Matters changed with the arrival 
of Aemilius Paullus on the scene, as he was an experienced com- 
mander who had fought extensively in the Hanniballic Wars. After 
the defeat of Macedon, he went on to conquer Epirus, laying waste 
70 of its towns and taking 150,000 captives as slaves. Back in Rome 
he was awarded a splendid triumph, and the Senate awarded him 
the title of Macedonicus.

The reverse of this coins shows the temple precinct of Venus Erycina, 
a goddess whose cult originated at the town of Eryx in Sicily. The 
goddess embodied impure love, and as such was the patron goddess 
of prostitutes. Legend ascribed construction of her temple at Eryx 
to the son of the goddess Aphrodite (Venus) and King Butes. The 
depiction of the rampart shows that the temple was built near the 
gate of the city, which according to Vitruvius is precisely where any 
new temple to Venus should be sited so that it would not contami- 
nate “the matrons and youth with the influence of lust.” In Rome 
Venus Erycina had two temples, one located on the Capitoline 
Hill, the other outside the Porta Collina. It is presumably the latter 
temple which is depicted on this coin.

Crassus is most noted for being the wealthiest man in Rome during 
his time, and also for his disastrous campaign of 53 BC to conquer 
Parthia, which resulted in the annihilation of his army and his own 
death. In 55 BC, after serving under Caesar in Gaul, he brought a 
troop of 1000 Gallic horsemen to Rome to be used in his upcoming 
campaign. While the reverse may allude to the roles of both his 
grandfather and father as censors (one of the duties of the censor 
was a public inspection of the horses of the Equites), it is more likely 
that Crassus depicted his own levy of Gallic horsemen. To do this 
he would have needed special permission from the Senate, and 
we have no record of this. However, a strong motive exists in that 
the profit made from the issue of coin would have substantially 
defrayed the cost of the levy, and Crassus surely was not a man who 
would pass up this sort of opportunity.

Forced to kneel in submission 
to Pompey, Aristobulus was permitted to live as a hostage in Rome, 
but later escaped and tried to resume the throne, only to be thwart- 
ed again by Pompey’s lieutenant M. Aemilius Scaurus. The term 
‘Bacchius’ may refer to the Roman misconception that Hellenized 
Jews like Aristobulus worshipped Dionysus, whom the Romans 
knew as Bacchus.

The naval trophy shown on the reverse of this coin probably relates 
to the victory over Macedon’s navy achieved by the moneyer’s ances- 
tor, P. Sulpicius Galba Maximus, in 209/8 BC. After hearing of the 
Roman disaster at Cannae in 216 BC, Philip V, under the advice 
of Demetrius of Pharos, secretly allied with the Carthaginians. 
However, while returning to Philip’s court to report the terms of 
the treaty, the Macedonian and Carthaginian emissaries were 
intercepted by the Romans, exposing the secret arrangement. This 
event along with Philip’s pretensions in Illyria led to the First 
Macedonian War.

Scholars are typically reluctant to accept the popular identifica- 
tion of this distinctive obverse image as a portrait of the defeated 
Gallic chieftain Vercingetorix, but there is nothing in the Roman 
numismatic tradition that rules it out.

The reverse refers to a foundation myth for the city of Lanuvium, 
the parent city of Rome.

A curious feature of the Trajanic and Hadrianic period is a special 
issue of bronze quadrantes struck in the names of the imperial 
mines in the provinces of Noricum, Dalmatia, Pannonia, and 
Moesia (Dardania). These mines supplied metal for the mint at 
Rome, and possibly produced the “mines” coinage for local circula- 
tion or as donatives. Another theory suggests the mines coins were 
struck at Rome itself, and served some unidentified function, much 
as the contemporary ‘nome’ coinage struck at Alexandria in Egypt. 
Whatever the circumstances, these scarce pieces saw limited use, 
and except for one rare type struck by Marcus Aurelius, were not 
issued during any other period.

This enigmatic portrait type for Hadrian, which depicts him as 
a young man in his early 20s with a thin moustache and slight 
beard, dates from late in his reign and has been the subject of much 
speculation and dispute. Similar marble portrait busts were long 
identified only as a “young Roman” and were often ascribed to the 
Renaissance period. Only in 1954 was an indisputably ancient bust 
of this type excavated from the ruins of Hadrian’s Villa in Tivoli.

While the early fifth century AD saw the West Roman frontier 
collapse under waves of barbarian invaders, the island province 
of Britain remained relatively unscathed. The Roman legions still 
stationed in Britain watched in horror as the Germanic hordes 
ravaged Germany, Gaul and Spain, while the feeble emperor 
Honorius did little more than play with his pet chickens behind 
the walls of Ravenna. Accordingly, the soldiers took matters into 
their own hands and in quick succession raised up and deposed 
two pretenders to the throne, named Gratian and Marcus, before 
finally settling on a man with a far more illustrious name, Flavius 
Claudius Constantinus, known to history as Constantine III, in 
the spring of AD 407. Although only a common soldier, he appears 
to have had some charisma and no little ability. Crossing the 
channel with a small army, he quickly dove into the thick of the 
crisis engulfing the Empire. He fought his way across Gaul against 
both barbarian invaders and Roman forces sent by Honorius to 
crush him, before setting up court in Arles in May of AD 408. Spain, 
too, offered him recognition. Flush with success, Constantine 
made his son Constans co-emperor and contemplated invading 
Italy, but seems to have thought better of it. He wrote letters to 
Honorius in AD 409 explaining that he had only allowed himself to 
be acclaimed emperor in order to restore order in Gaul and offering 
a pact of mutual support. Honorius responded favorably, sending 
Constantine a purple Imperial robe. But at the peak of his success, 
Constantine’s closest backer, the general Gerontius, revolted and 
made common cause with the Visigoths, costing him all of his hard- 
won territory in Spain. Early in AD 411, Constans was captured 
and killed by Gerontius, who next besieged Constantine at Arles. 
An army sent by Honorius soon appeared on the scene and sent 
Gerontius packing, but instead of rescuing Constantine, it renewed 
the siege and demanded his surrender, affirming Honorius’ reputa- 
tion for treachery. Cornered, Constantine attempted to take vows 
for the priesthood, but the gesture proved futile and he was cap- 
tured and executed on the orders of Honorius.

The brief sole reign of the Empress Irene was a milestone in both 
Roman and Byzantine history, as it marked the first time a woman 
ruled the Empire in her own right. Irene was a legendary beauty 
from Athens who married the Emperor Leo IV and soon came to 
dominate domestic affairs in his government. When Leo died in 
780, Irene ruled as regent for her adolescent son Constantine VI. 
She called a church council at Nicea in 787 that declared icono- 
clasm to be heretical. This won her enemies in the army, which was 
heavily iconoclast, and in 790 she was temporarily ousted in a coup 
led by her 20-year-old son. But he showed no talent for ruling and 
recalled her two years later. After Constantine embarrassed the 
regime with military blunders and public scandals, Irene had him 
ousted and blinded in 797, seizing sole power for herself. She tried 
to win popularity with generous handouts and tax reductions, but 
the state’s coffers soon emptied and she faced a series of military 
disasters that further undermined her position. Furthermore, the 
accession of a female promoted the Pope in Rome to declare the 
imperial throne vacant and the Frankish king Charlemagne was 
duly crowned “Emperor of the Romans” in 800. He in turn sent 
Irene an offer of marriage which might have united Eastern and 
Western Christendom under one government and changed the 
course of history, but it was not to be: In 802 Irene was ousted ina 
coup led by her finance minister Nicephorus, who exiled her Lesbos, 
where she died the following year. Her devotion to icons led to her 
canonization in the Orthodox Church.

A vigorous general, although only intermittently successful in 
the field, Nicephorus seemed to be what the Byzantine Empire 
needed after the chaos of Irene’s interlude as Empress.

« Nineteen and one-half percent (19.5%) on Americana & Political, Civil War & Militaria, Comic, 
Manuscript, Movie Poster, Space Exploration, Sports Collectibles, Texana, Wine, and Gallery Auction 
(sealed bid auctions of mostly bulk numismatic material) lots; 

«For lots in all other categories not listed above, twenty-five percent (25%) on the first $50,000 
(minimum $14), twenty percent (20%) of any amount between $50,000 and $1,000,000, and twelve 
percent (12%) of any amount over $1,000,000. 

Auction Venues: 

3. The following Auctions are conducted solely on the Internet: Heritage Weekly Internet Auctions 
(Coin, Currency, Comics, Rare Books, Jewelry & Watches, Guitars & Musical Instruments, and 
Vintage Movie Posters); Heritage Monthly Internet Auctions (Sports, World Coins and Rare Wine). 
Signature” Auctions and Grand Format Auctions accept bids from the Internet, telephone, fax, or 
mail first, followed by a floor bidding session; HeritageLive! and real- time telephone bidding are 
available to registered clients during these auctions. 

Bidders: 

4. Any person participating or registering for the Auction agrees to be bound by and accepts these 
Terms and Conditions of Auction (“Bidder(s)”). 

5. All Bidders must meet Auctioneer’s qualifications to bid. Any Bidder who is not a client in good 
standing of the Auctioneer may be disqualified at Auctioneer’s sole option and will not be awarded 
lots. Such determination may be made by Auctioneer in its sole and unlimited discretion, at any time 
prior to, during, or even after the close of the Auction. Auctioneer reserves the right to exclude any 
person from the auction. 

6. If an entity places a bid, then the person executing the bid on behalf of the entity agrees to personally 
guarantee payment for any successful bid. 


Credit: 

7. In order to place bids, Bidders who have not established credit with the Auctioneer must either 
furnish satisfactory credit information (including two collectibles-related business references) or 
supply valid credit card information along with a social security number, well in advance of the 
Auction. Bids placed through our Interactive Internet program will only be accepted from pre- 
registered Bidders.

Conducting the Auction: 

13. Notice of the consignor’s liberty to place bids on his lots in the Auction is hereby made in accordance 
with Article 2 of the Texas Business and Commercial Code. A “Minimum Bid” is an amount below 
which the lot will not sell. THE CONSIGNOR OF PROPERTY MAY PLACE WRITTEN ”Minimum 
Bids” ON HIS LOTS IN ADVANCE OF THE AUCTION; ON SUCH LOTS, IF THE HAMMER PRICE 
DOES NOT MEET THE “Minimum Bid’, THE CONSIGNOR MAY PAY A REDUCED COMMISSION 
ON THOSE LOTS. ’Minimum Bids” are generally posted online several days prior to the Auction 
closing. For any successful bid placed by a consignor on his Property on the Auction floor, or by any 
means during the live session, or after the "Minimum Bid” for an Auction have been posted, we will 
require the consignor to pay full Buyer’s Premium and Seller's Commissions on such lot.

Auctioneer’s decision and declaration 
of the winning Bidder shall be final and binding upon all Bidders. Bids properly offered, whether 
by floor Bidder or other means of bidding, may on occasion be missed or go unrecognized; in such 
cases, the Auctioneer may declare the recognized bid accepted as the winning bid, regardless of 
whether a competing bid may have been higher.

Regardless of the disclosure of his identity, any bid by a consignor or his 
agent on a lot consigned by him is deemed to be made in “Good Faith” Any person apparently 
appearing on the OFAC list is not eligible to bid. 

16. Nominal Bids. The Auctioneer in its sole discretion may reject nominal bids, small opening bids, or 
very nominal advances. If a lot bearing estimates fails to open for 40-60% of the low estimate, the 
Auctioneer may pass the item or may place a protective bid on behalf of the consignor. 

17. Lots bearing bidding estimates shall open at Auctioneer’s discretion (approximately 50%-60% of 
the low estimate). In the event that no bid meets or exceeds that opening amount, the lot shall pass 
as unsold. 

18. All items are to be purchased per lot as numerically indicated and no lots will be broken. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to withdraw, prior to the close, any lots from the Auction. 

19. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, 
disputed ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or for 
any other reason and in Auctioneer’s sole discretion. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election 
to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and 
buyer’s premium) and any other damages or expenses pertaining to the lot. 

20. Auctioneer occasionally experiences Internet and/or Server service outages, and Auctioneer 
periodically schedules system downtime for maintenance and other purposes, during which 
Bidders cannot participate or place bids.

22. The Auctioneer has the right to sell certain unsold items after the close of the Auction. Such lots 
shall be considered sold during the Auction and all these Terms and Conditions shall apply to such 
sales including but not limited to the Buyer’s Premium, return rights, and disclaimers. 














Payment: 

23. All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (including U.S. currency, bank wire, cashier 
checks, travelers checks, eChecks, and bank money orders, and are subject to all reporting 
requirements). All deliveries are subject to good funds; funds being received in Auctioneer’s account 
before delivery of the Purchases; and all payments are subject to a clearing period. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to determine if a check constitutes “good funds”: checks drawn on a U.S. bank are 
subject to a ten business day hold, and thirty days when drawn on an international bank. Clients 
with pre-arranged credit status may receive immediate credit for payments via eCheck, personal or 
corporate checks. All others will be subject to a hold of 5 days, or more, for the funds to clear prior 
to releasing merchandise. (ref. T&C item 7 Credit for additional information.) Payments can be 
made 24-48 hours post auction from the My Orders page of the HA.com website. 

24. Payment is due upon closing of the Auction session, or upon presentment of an invoice. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to void an invoice if payment in full is not received within 7 days after the close of 
the Auction. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder 
from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and buyer’s premium) on the lot and any 
other damages pertaining to the lot. 

25. Lots delivered to you, or your representative in the States of Texas, California, New York, or other 
states where the Auction may be held, are subject to all applicable state and local taxes, unless 
appropriate permits are on file with Auctioneer. (Note: Coins are only subject to sales tax in 
California on invoices under $1500 and in Texas on invoices under $1000. Check the Web site 
at: http://coins.ha.com/c/ref/sales-tax.zx for more details.) Bidder agrees to pay Auctioneer the 
actual amount of tax due in the event that sales tax is not properly collected due to: 1) an expired, 
inaccurate, inappropriate tax certificate or declaration, 2) an incorrect interpretation of the 
applicable statute, 3) or any other reason. The appropriate form or certificate must be on file at and 
verified by Auctioneer five days prior to Auction or tax must be paid; only if such form or certificate 
is received by Auctioneer within 4 days after the Auction can a refund of tax paid be made. Lots 
from different Auctions may not be aggregated for sales tax purposes. 

26. In the event that a Bidder’s payment is dishonored upon presentment(s), Bidder shall pay the 
maximum statutory processing fee set by applicable state law. If you attempt to pay via eCheck 
and your financial institution denies this transfer from your bank account, or the payment canno 
be completed using the selected funding source, you agree to complete payment using your credit 
card on file. 

27. If any Auction invoice submitted by Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid balance will 
bear interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid. Any invoice not 
paid when due will bear a three percent (3%) late fee on the invoice amount or three percent (3%) o: 
any installment that is past due. If the Auctioneer refers any invoice to an attorney for collection, the 
buyer agrees to pay attorney’s fees, court costs, and other collection costs incurred by Auctioneer. If 
Auctioneer assigns collection to its in-house legal staff, such attorney's time expended on the matter 
shall be compensated at a rate comparable to the hourly rate of independent attorneys. 

28. In the event a successful Bidder fails to pay any amounts due, Auctioneer reserves the right to sel 
the lot(s) securing the invoice to any underbidders in the Auction that the lot(s) appeared, or at 
subsequent private or public sale, or relist the lot(s) in a future auction conducted by Auctioneer. A 
defaulting Bidder agrees to pay for the reasonable costs of resale (including a 10% seller's commission, 
if consigned to an auction conducted by Auctioneer). The defaulting Bidder is liable to pay any 
difference between his total original invoice for the lot(s), plus any applicable interest, and the net 
proceeds for the lot(s) if sold at private sale or the subsequent hammer price of the lot(s) less the 10% 
seller's commissions, if sold at an Auctioneer’s auction. 

















Terms and Conditions of Auction 


29. Auctioneer reserves the right to require payment in full in good funds before delivery of the 
merchandise. 

30. Auctioneer shall have a lien against the merchandise purchased by the buyer to secure payment of 
the Auction invoice. Auctioneer is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of any 
other property of the buyer then held by the Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of any 
Auction invoice or any other amounts due the Auctioneer or affiliates from the buyer. With respect to 
these lien rights, Auctioneer shall have all the rights of a secured creditor under Article 9 of the Texas 
Uniform Commercial Code, including but not limited to the right of sale. In addition, with respect to 
payment of the Auction invoice(s), the buyer waives any and all rights of offset he might otherwise 
have against the Auctioneer and the consignor of the merchandise included on the invoice. If a 
Bidder owes Auctioneer or its affiliates on any account, Auctioneer and its affiliates shall have the 
right to offset such unpaid account by any credit balance due Bidder, and it may secure by possessory 
lien any unpaid amount by any of the Bidder’s property in their possession. 

31. Title shall not pass to the successful Bidder until all invoices are paid in full. It is the responsibility 
of the buyer to provide adequate insurance coverage for the items once they have been delivered to a 
common carrier or third-party shipper. 

Delivery; Shipping; and Handling Charges: 

32. Buyer is liable for shipping and handling. Please refer to Auctioneer’s website www.HA.com/ 
common/shipping.php for the latest charges or call Auctioneer. Auctioneer is unable to combine 
purchases from other auctions or affiliates into one package for shipping purposes. Lots won will be 
shipped in a commercially reasonable time after payment in good funds for the merchandise and the 
shipping fees is received or credit extended, except when third-party shipment occurs. 

33. Successful international Bidders shall provide written shipping instructions, including specified 
customs declarations, to the Auctioneer for any lots to be delivered outside of the United States. 
NOTE: Declaration value shall be the iten’(s) hammer price together with its buyer’s premium and 
Auctioneer shall use the correct harmonized code for the lot. Domestic Buyers on lots designated for 
third-party shipment must designate the common carrier, accept risk of loss, and prepay shipping 
costs. 

34. All shipping charges will be borne by the successful Bidder. On all domestic shipments, any risk of 
loss during shipment will be borne by Heritage until the shipping carrier's confirmation of delivery 
to the address of record in Auctioneer’s file (carrier's confirmation is conclusive to prove delivery 
to Bidder; if the client has a Signature release on file with the carrier, the package is considered 
delivered without Signature) or delivery by Heritage to Bidder’s selected third-party shipper.

Failure to pick-up or arrange shipping in a timely fashion (within ten days) shall subject Lots to 
storage and moving charges, including a $100 administration fee plus $10 daily storage for larger 
items and $5.00 daily for smaller items (storage fee per item) after 35 days. In the event the Lot is 
not removed within ninety days, the Lot may be offered for sale to recover any past due storage or 
moving fees, including a 10% Seller’s Commission. 

36. The laws of various countries regulate the import or export of certain plant and animal properties, 
including (but not limited to) items made of (or including) ivory, whalebone, turtle shell, coral, 
crocodile, or other wildlife. Transport of such lots may require special licenses for export, import, or 
both. Bidder is responsible for: 1) obtaining all information on such restricted items for both export 
and import; 2) obtaining all such licenses and/or permits. Delay or failure to obtain any such license 
or permit does not relieve the buyer of timely compliance with standard payment terms. For further 
information, please contact Ron Brackemyre at 800- 872-6467 ext.

37. Any request for shipping verification for undelivered packages must be made within 30 days of 
shipment by Auctioneer. 

Cataloging, Warranties and Disclaimers: 

38. NO WARRANTY, WHETHER EXPRESSED OR IMPLIED, IS MADE WITH RESPECT TO ANY 
DESCRIPTION CONTAINED IN THIS AUCTION OR ANY SECOND OPINE. Any description of the 
items or second opine contained in this Auction is for the sole purpose of identifying the items for 
those Bidders who do not have the opportunity to view the lots prior to bidding, and no description 
of items has been made part of the basis of the bargain or has created any express warranty that the 
goods would conform to any description made by Auctioneer. Color variations can be expected in 
any electronic or printed imaging, and are not grounds for the return of any lot. NOTE: Auctioneer, 
in specified auction venues, for example, Fine Art, may have express written warranties and you are 
referred to those specific terms and conditions. . 

39. Auctioneer is selling only such right or title to the items being sold as Auctioneer may have by 
virtue of consignment agreements on the date of auction and disclaims any warranty of title to 
the Property. Auctioneer disclaims any warranty of merchantability or fitness for any particular 
purposes. All images, descriptions, sales data, and archival records are the exclusive property of 
Auctioneer, and may be used by Auctioneer for advertising, promotion, archival records, and any 
other uses deemed appropriate. 

40. Translations of foreign language documents may be provided as a convenience to interested parties. 
Auctioneer makes no representation as to the accuracy of those translations and will not be held 
responsible for errors in bidding arising from inaccuracies in translation. 

41. Auctioneer disclaims all liability for damages, consequential or otherwise, arising out of or in 
connection with the sale of any Property by Auctioneer to Bidder. No third party may rely on any 
benefit of these Terms and Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal to 
the Bidder and may not be assigned. Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion and does 
not constitute a warranty or representation. No employee of Auctioneer may alter these Terms and 
Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of Auctioneer, any such alteration is null and void. 

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such defects, 
in any event, shall not be a basis for any claim for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

43. In consideration of participation in the Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases 
Auctioneer, its officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide 
second opines, from any and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity or 
any arbitration or mediation rights existing under the rules of any professional society or affiliation 
based upon the assigned description, or a derivative theory, breach of warranty express or implied, 
representation or other matter set forth within these Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise. 
In the event of a claim, Bidder agrees that such rights and privileges conferred therein are strictly 
construed as specifically declared herein; e.g., authenticity, typographical error, etc. and are the 
exclusive remedy. Bidder, by non-compliance to these express terms of a granted remedy, shall waive 
any claim against Auctioneer. 

44. Notice: Some Property sold by Auctioneer are inherently dangerous e.g. firearms, cannons, and 
small items that may be swallowed or ingested or may have latent defects all of which may cause 
harm to a person. Purchaser accepts all risk of loss or damage from its purchase of these items and 
Auctioneer disclaims any liability whether under contract or tort for damages and losses, direct or 
inconsequential, and expressly disclaims any warranty as to safety or usage of any lot sold. 

Dispute Resolution and Arbitration Provision: 

45. By placing a bid or otherwise participating in the auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and Conditions 
of Auction, and specifically agrees to the dispute resolution provided herein. Consumer disputes 
shall be resolved through court litigation which has an exclusive Dallas, Texas venue clause and 
jury waiver. Non-consumer dispute shall be determined in binding arbitration which arbitration 
replaces the right to go to court, including the right to a jury trial. 





























Miscellaneous: 


46. Auctioneer in no event shall be responsible for consequential damages, incidental damages, 
compensatory damages, or any other damages arising or claimed to be arising from the auction of 
any lot. In the event that Auctioneer cannot deliver the lot or subsequently it is established that the lot 
lacks title, or other transfer or condition issue is claimed, in such cases the sole remedy shall be limited 
to rescission of sale and refund of the amount paid by Bidder; in no case shall Auctioneer’s maximum 
liability exceed the high bid on that lot, which bid shall be deemed for all purposes the value of the lot. 
After one year has elapsed, Auctioneer’s maximum liability shall be limited to any commissions and 
fees Auctioneer earned on that lot. 

47. In the event of an attribution error, Auctioneer may at its sole discretion, correct the error on 
the Internet, or, if discovered at a later date, to refund the buyer's purchase price without further 
obligation. 

48. Dispute Resolution for Consumers and Non-Consumers: Any claim, dispute, or controversy in 
connection with, relating to and /or arising out of the Auction, participation in the Auction, award 
of lots, damages of claims to lots, descriptions, condition reports, provenance, estimates, return and 
warranty rights, any interpretation of these Terms and Conditions, any alleged verbal modification 
of these Terms and Conditions and/or any purported settlement whether asserted in contract, tort, 
under Federal or State statute or regulation shall or any other matter: a) if presented by a consumer, 
be exclusively heard by, and the parties consent to, exclusive in personam jurisdiction in the State 
District Courts of Dallas County, Texas. THE PARTIES EXPRESSLY WAIVE ANY RIGHT TO TRIAL 
BY JURY. Any appeals shall be solely pursued in the appellate courts of the State of Texas; or b) for 
any claimant other than a consumer, the claim shall be presented in confidential binding arbitration 
before a single arbitrator, that the parties may agree upon, selected from the JAMS list of Texas 
arbitrators. The case is not to be administrated by JAMS; however, if the parties cannot agree on 
an arbitrator, then JAMS shall appoint the arbitrator and it shall be conducted under JAMS rules. 
The locale shall be Dallas Texas. The arbitrator's award may be enforced in any court of competent 
jurisdiction. Any party on any claim involving the purchase or sale of numismatic or related items 
may elect arbitration through binding PNG arbitration. Any claim must be brought within one (1) 
year of the alleged breach, default or misrepresentation or the claim is waived. This agreement and 
any claims shall be determined and construed under Texas law. The prevailing party (party that 
is awarded substantial and material relief on its claim or defense) may be awarded its reasonable 
attorneys’ fees and costs. 

49. No claims of any kind can be considered after the settlements have been made with the consignors. 
Any dispute after the settlement date is strictly between the Bidder and consignor without 
involvement or responsibility of the Auctioneer. 

50. In consideration of their participation in or application for the Auction, a person or entity (whether 
the successful Bidder, a Bidder, a purchaser and/or other Auction participant or registrant) agrees 
that all disputes in any way relating to, arising under, connected with, or incidental to these Terms 
and Conditions and purchases, or default in payment thereof, shall be arbitrated pursuant to the 
arbitration provision. In the event that any matter including actions to compel arbitration, construe 
the agreement, actions in aid or arbitration or otherwise needs to be litigated, such litigation 
shall be exclusively in the Courts of the State of Texas, in Dallas County, Texas, and if necessary 
the corresponding appellate courts. For such actions, the successful Bidder, purchaser, or Auction 
participant also expressly submits himself to the personal jurisdiction of the State of Texas. 

51. These Terms & Conditions provide specific remedies for occurrences in the auction and delivery 
process. Where such remedies are afforded, they shall be interpreted strictly. Bidder agrees that any 
claim shall utilize such remedies; Bidder making a claim in excess of those remedies provided in 
these Terms and Conditions agrees that in no case whatsoever shall Auctioneer’s maximum liability 
exceed the high bid on that lot, which bid shall be deemed for all purposes the value of the lot.

German-Brazilian numismatist Julius Meili in his catalog “Das 
Brasilianische Geldwesen - Die Munzen der Colonie Brasilien” of 
1897 (page 133). The coin reappeared in 1905 when the collection 
of Mr. Cyro Carvalho de Lisboa was offered by J. Schulman in 
Amsterdam. Lot #802 was sold by 50 Dutch Guilders. To put this 
price in prospective, a gold 3200 Reis of 1780-B was sold in the same 
auction for 26 Guilders. 

Since then, only Kurt Prober makes mention of the coin in his book 
“Catalogo de Moedas Brasileiras de Cobre” of 1957 on page 19. 
Prober describes it as “Unique” and as a possible pattern. He also 
describes the current owner as “Unknown”. Since then, catalog 
authors have failed to mention this coin likely for a lack of proper 
research. Regardless, here it is, over 50 years after it was last men- 
tioned by Prober!

Dom Joao VI reigned during quite a turbulent period (1799 - 1826) 
and never saw lasting peace. Spain, France and Great Britain 
all were involved in conflicts with Portugal during this time. The 
culmination of which was the escape of the King to Brazil in 1808 
due to the Napoleonic invasions. His marital affairs were no less 
troublesome as his wife Carlota Joaquina of Spain, frequently con- 
spired against the King, often for the benefit of her native Spain. 


In 1822, Joao VI lost Brazil after his son declared independence of 
Portugal’s most important and rich colonial possession. A couple 
of years later, his other son Miguel (later King Miguel I of Portugal) 
led a rebellion with the objective of deposing the ruling King. Joao 
died in 1826 and according to recent research, he may have been 
killed by arsenic poisoning.

Born on October 12, 1798, in the Queluz Royal Palace, near Lisbon, 
Pedro de Alcantara Serafim was the son of Prince Dom Joao (later 
King Dom Joao VI of Portugal) and Dona Carlota Joaquina, the 
daughter of Carlo IV of Spain. In 1801, upon the death of his elder 
brother, Francisco Antonio, Pedro become his father’s heir and the 
Prince of Beira. 

In 1807, at the age of nine, the Portuguese Royal family escaped 
Portugal as the French army led by Napoleon approached Lisbon. 
Pedro arrived with his family in Rio de Janeiro in March of 1808. In 
1817, Pedro was married to Maria Leopoldina of Austria and went 
on to have 7 children including Maria (the eldest daughter that 
later became Maria II Queen of Portugal and Pedro, who become 
Pedro II, emperor of Brazil for almost 60 years). 

By early 1822, Pedro had become a popular leader amongst the 
Brazilian population and had proved a key figure in negotia- 
tions between the now United Kingdom of Brazil (since 1818) and 
Portugal but a continuing crisis between the parts reached a boiling 
point when the Portuguese dissolved the Brazilian government and 
ordered Pedro’s return to the Iberian Peninsula. Seen by Brazilians 
as an attempt to again subordinate their country to Portugal, Pedro 
was presented with a petition containing 8000 signatures begging 
him not to leave. In a historical reply, Pedro stated: “Since it is for 
the good of all and the general happiness of the Nation, I am willing. 
Tell the people that Iam staying.” 

For months, Pedro attempted to maintain balance between Brazil 
and Portugal until September 7th, 1822, when the Portuguese 
Court sent notice that it would not accept self-governance in Brazil 
and would punish all who disobeyed its orders. It took Pedro but a 
few seconds to make a decision, mounted on his horse, by the banks 
of the Ipiranga River in Sao Paulo, Pedro declared: “Friends, the 
Portuguese Cortes wished to enslave and persecute us. As of today 
our bonds are ended. By my blood, by my honor, by my God, I 
swear to bring about the independence of Brazil. Brazilians, let our 
watchword from this day forth be ‘Independence or Death!’. 


The “coronation piece” made in hurry to be presented to guests 
of honor at the Inauguration Ball on December Ist, 1822, 
is undoubtedly the most important and charismatic piece of 
Brazilian numismatics.

Victoria 10 Cents 1889, From our January 2010 Auction of the 
Canadiana Collection, where it was described, “KM3, MS66 
PCGS. The mintage for the 1889 10 Cents was an unimpressive 
600,000 pieces. However, it is generally thought that most of those 
coins were actually dated 1888. The realization of the rarity and 
value of this date is an interesting one. As related in the Norweb 
catalog, the Canadian Antiquarian issue of January 1890 com- 
mented: 


“Specimens of the coinage of 1889 are still scarce in this vicinity 
(Montreal) indicating that it must have been issued from some of 
the distant offices of the receiver-general.” 


In 1950, Leslie C. Hill could only account for 16 pieces. That was 
also the last year an 1889 10 Cents was found in circulation. The 
rarity of the date was generally unrecognized just three years 
earlier with the Charlton Catalogue from 1947 only valuing the 
date at $1.25 in Uncirculated. However, John Pittman paid $67 
for the Mint State coin he purchased in 1951. Just 13 years later, in 
1964, an Uncirculated 1889 brought $3,300 in the CNA Sale. 


While exact mintage figures are impossible to determine, the 
best guess today is that somewhere between 10,000 and 20,000 
pieces were actually struck with the 1889 date. Undoubtedly, this 
mintage was accomplished with one die pairing. The diagnostic 
die crack at the left side of the second I in VICTORIA is faintly 
seen here. The diagnostic tiny dot to the left of the final A in 
CANADA is also light. We do not see the raised curved line that 
extends from the upper space of that same A, suggesting this piece 
was struck from an early die state.

It is likely the “1850” was produced sporadically for up to five years, and that 
the 1870 was issued well into 1871 even though only about 60,000 total were produced for all years. Importantly, due to the discovery of large 
deposits of silver in Nevada (USA), the worldwide ratio of value between gold and silver coinage was being altered by the market. As Gresham’s 
Law dictates, the gold coins were mostly withdrawn by the wealthy as gold was essentially “undervalued” by its official value designation relative 
to the new mass of silver. Thus CR, a gold producing region on its own, passed a law on April 1 of 1871 reordering the denominations. During the 
three months prior to that during calendar year 1871, it is highly probable the mint was told not to issue big gold coins for the obvious reasons. 
Interestingly they issued large amounts of the small gold peso (about 23 in one ounce of gold) which had been pretty much ignored after 1866. 
No two, five (nor 20) Pesos were issued in 1871 and only a few 5 Pesos were dated 1870. We can infer there was a need for the 1870-dated 10 Pesos 
which is not historically evident to us as they outnumber the composite of 1871 & 1872 & 1876 dated 10 Pesos by perhaps 50 to one !!! By 1876-77 
coinage in gold had been halted and very little remained in circulation (see Manuel Chacon’s analysis on his page 70), and it was not resumed 
until the world went on a new gold standard around 1896-97. Of this 1871 date there are well under ten confirmed examples, perhaps only five. 
Whereas Gurdian listed it (without a photo) in his excellent checklist of 1958, Wayte Raymond had not certainly confirmed the date and the 
splendid Norweb and Guttag collections did not house one. Likewise the Caballero de las Yndias group and the recent Goldberg “Tico” collection 
were without one. In fact the only one to show up in that era was a genuine piece with “soft, almost ghosted, date digits” offered by Art Smith 
(obtained by him from a prominent collector out of Panama about 1979) in a major advertisement; it is almost certainly housed in the best CR 
collection within the USA at this time. Some years later this piece, with one minor reverse field “test mark” gently visible, and featuring the bold 
date digits, was offered by Jim Elmen in his auction #50 where it fetched over $12,000 and sold to the excellent Fred Mayer collection.

For whatever reason, this popular and commonly 
employed symbol was replaced by the use of the abbreviation for 
Medio (translates to “half”), ie. “Mo”. That “Mo” was again used 
on the 1848-49 type and has confused some casual cataloguers 
who assumed it must represent the Mexico City mint so often pro- 
lific. But in 1833 when the change was being made, the dies were so 
difficult to create that it was evidently most viable to simply over- 
stamp the prior “1/2” fraction with the new “Mo” symbol. That 
overstriking is clearly evident on this piece. As might be inferred 
by ANACS’ obtuse grading assignment of VF-EF, the host die 
used to overpunch the value designation was already pretty much 
“shot” or “spent” or “abused beyond its useful expectancy for pro- 
duction”. Thus this transitional type is very likely much more rare 
than currently realized, and it is the only one Dana catalogued 
among his many 1833 pieces, covering three denominations, 
which he acquired over about 40 years. In this catalogue one will 
find all four of the clearly different varieties of this important ear- 
liest national coinage of the lowest circulating denomination.

It could be that this was done to control 
some particular batch of emissions, perhaps prepared for a dif- 
ferent area of the country or political zone. Another possibility is 
that the assayer FP, who had been the assayer only for about two 
years, beginning sometime around the end of 1835 or beginning 
of 1836, left his position suddenly and thus before new dies (with 
some new assayer’s letters) could be prepared. Noting that the 8 
Escudos, essential a presentation coin in impoverished Ecuador 
in 1838, exists in all three assayers (FP, ST and MV), one might 
conjecture that some competition for the assayer position in 1838 
caused the advent of the atypical assayer appearances, variations 
and production levels. Do also note the awkward location of the 
ST within the transposed legends, positioned on the side not 
containing the date. This rarity is slightly nicer than the Dana 
Roberts’ collection piece offered in Chicago last year under lot 
23819 which sold for $2300.

Oxford and the other regional mints, quickly assembled 
as the king moved from one fortified locale to another, served the 
purpose of converting gold in other forms (older coins, jewelry, 
plate) into coins asserting his kingship, and paid out to his armies 
as well as to suppliers. While technically not all of these are siege 
coins, most pieces struck at the various temporary mints met 
exactly the same fate — melted in order to make newer coins after 
the war. J.J. North made a memorable comment about the biggest 
of the gold emergency issues, the Triple Unites, in describing the 
famous “declaration” which appears on this and other Oxford 
coins: “This famous instance of the use of coins for propaganda in 
wartime has the king’s declaration, made at Wellington in 1642, 
inscribed across the field in an abbreviated form — REL(IGIO) 
PROT(ESTANTIUM), LEG(ES) ANG(LIAE), LIB(ERTAS) 
PARL(IAMENTI). [‘The religion of the Protestants, the laws 
of England, the liberty of Parliament.] No doubt his enemies 
also claimed the last two objectives as their reasons for the Civil 
War.” Within six years of when this impressive coin was minted, 
Charles was captured and executed. At his demise, the ancient 
divine right of kings effectively ended in across the land, and 
upon the Restoration in 1660 England became parliamentarian in 
both name and power. Never again in Great Britain would a king 
be so kingly as Charles Stuart.

Cromwell’s artistic Broad introduced a new style 
of gold coin to England, cleverly and sharply engraved, ore | 
minted using France’s newest imported technology, fully round, 
and technically superb. When it first appeared in 1656 it must have 
been a really gleaming, never before seen, representation of wealth. 
In terms o fhe coin’s iconography, Cromwell never permitted 
himself to be called or crowned king, and all of his portrait coins 
broke with the ancient English tradition of having each succeed- 
ing monarch look in a direction opposite to that shown on the 
previous ruler’s coinage. Charles I was always shown looking left. 
Cromwell faced the same direction. Was it a subtle defiance, his 
symbolic way of saying that he was not a king? Perhaps he envi- 
sioned himself as even more, just as the ancient Roman emperors 
ruled many kings across the world then known.

As well, the times were also changing 
technologically, and very soon after this piece was created a never- 
before-seen coinage made by machine would be quickly embraced 
in England. Patterns such as this simply became outdated in 
style. This may explain why such a coin went to commercial use: 
it offered no other purpose. A mere three decades distant in the 
future, a Great Recoinage would come to be, wiping away forever 
the vast majority of all the older coins made by hammer — and 
helping to usher in a new age of commercial plenty and wealth, 
thereby setting the stage for a worldwide empire.

Popular legend holds that the 
engraver took the image from a bronze Sestertius of the Roman 
emperor Antoninus Pius the reverse of which denoted Britannia 
as a province of Rome, and here we clearly see the very name 
of Britain spelled out in classic form in the exergue beneath the 
allegorical figure. Surrounding it is a Latin legend that translates 
to mean “I Claim the Four Seas” and this essentially continues 
the mystique of majesty and domination, suggesting a continuum 
of empire much as the obverse legend, Carolus a Carolo, does 
the same — Charles to Charles, it declares, ignoring the inter- 
vening civil war and Commonwealth. The obvious elegance of 
these new coppers notwithstanding, commerce held sway and 
most known pieces show use, in some cases a great deal of cir- 
culation wear, as the need was great, and the coinage slight, for 
the purposes of business. The patterns of 1665 differ from the 
coins made entirely for commerce beginning in 1672 mainly in 
the altered reverse legend, but also in the placement of portions 
of this legend and the date moved to the exergue, as well as in 
fine details of the king’s portrait. Few farthings of this reign — 
whether pattern or regular issue — can match the magnificent 
royal bust seen on this truly glorious specimen.

The design is 
exceptionally elegant in conception for a coin, more typically on 
the order of the quality devoted to a medal, incorporating on its 
reverse the regal crowned shields and between them the emblems 
of England, Ireland, Hanover and Scotland, all surrounding the 
St George image inside the Order of the Garter. Its large pranc- 
ing Hanover stallion gives homage to the king’s Germanic family 
origins. The reverse is prominently signed in raised italics “Mills 
Fecit” in the field by the left upper rim, an unusual feature among 
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pattern crowns. The portrait is in fairly high relief and signed ; 
beneath, again in raised italic script, the initials standing for A Marvelous George III Half Sovereign 
“James Mudie issued it” and “Thomas Webb made it”. Thus the , 

obverse is by Webb and the reverse is by Mills. James Mudie com- 
missioned these artists to produce this pattern privately, Mudie 
being otherwise famous for his series of medals celebrating British 
victories over the French, ending the Napoleonic War late in this 
reign. What we have here is a famous piece, not particularly rare 
but decidedly historic, finely conceived and executed, and in the 
case of the presently offered specimen just wonderfully preserved 
as well.

Obverse of the 
coin is deeply prooflike in the field, whereas the reverse is semi- 
prooflike. Dies are perfectly centered. The king’s portrait is lightly 
frosted, in contrast to the surrounding field. Overall, the strike 
is particularly sharp. Rims are consistently high. Edge reeding is 
bold but this is not unusual. The first impression is that this could 
be a proof strike, but it is not. Perhaps the dies were impressed on 
a polished flan intended for use on a proof. A few tiny ticks are 
noted; some die-polishing lines are to be seen in the field under 
the bottom of the shield. Whether a special reason existed for the 
striking of this coin we will probably never know, but certainly it 
was carefully and specially struck, for it bears no resemblance to 
a normal 1817 half sovereign, even a gem example. It might have 
been one of the first gold pieces minted in this, the first year of the 
New Coinage. Half sovereigns as a class or denomination are gen- 
erally rarer than are the full sovereigns in high grade but are not 
nearly so popular.

This great rarity is technically a Proof of Record. In 1800, an act 
was passed to reiterate the union of Great Britain, and among 
its tenets was a provision to create a small number of coins in 
proof state to serve as a record of the coinage denominations in 
years when proofs were not made for sale to collectors. Thus the 
coins of 1821, 1826, 1831, 1839, 1887, 1893, etc., are not Proofs of 
Record, while the other dates of the 19th century fall into this 
category. Once called VIP Proofs by the numismatic community, 
that designation was simply erroneous: these coins were not made 
for persons but rather for sale to museums which subscribed to 
the provisions of the act. In England, these are commonly called 
Record Proofs. Specimens such as the presently offered crown 
have come into the collector market, typically, when museums 
traded or sold off examples in their holdings. The consignor of 
this crown inherited it and did not realize what he owned until it 
was brought to Heritage.

The most distinctive feature of this first head, 
however, is the spacing of VICTORIA DEI GRATIA over the top 
portion of the field: the portrait does not intrude into it, as it does 
on the following two patterns (WR-296 and 297), and this serves 
to give the visual impression of a smaller image, albeit the portrait 
is in fact about 1 mm smaller in dimension as well. This bust was 
also used on WR-298, where Wyon signed it in tiny incuse letters.

This report, read in full, states 
that the coin is, “made of a silver/copper alloy approximating 
925 parts of silver per 1000 and this tended to be confirmed by a 
specific gravity determination of 10.34. In other words these first 
results indicated the use of a homogeneous alloy.” This test result 
debunks the PCGS idea of a “Bi-Metallic” issue, and confirms that 
it is a sterling silver issue. 


The price of silver fell in 1873, as large quantities were released 
by both Germany and the United States. Because of the falling 
silver price, and a decline in the value of the silver coins, Hong 
Kong, and the Straits Settlements, considered raising the fineness 
of their coins to .925 (sterling). This proposal was not adopted, 
and Hong Kong silver coins continued to be struck in .800 fine 
silver. Obviously, one example was struck as a pattern in sterling 
(.925).

Unique Discovery Piece: VOC Netherlands East Indies Japan Gold Cut Koban

VOC Cut and Countermarked Japan gold Koban ND (1773), 
Japanese cut gold Koban countermarked with a previously unre- 
corded “W.S. over rampant lion coat-of arms in circle” stamp, 
together with the punched inscription N (for nummer, or 
number) 483. The condition of the cut Koban is VF with chop- 
marks, the stamps are VF-XF. 


During the 17th century large Japanese Kobans circulated in 
number in the Netherlands Indies - present day Indonesia - and 
were valued according to their gold content. These were given 
official status by the Netherlands Indies Government in 1673, 
valuing each Koban at 9 silver Rixdollars. This valuation was 
increased to 10 rixdollars in 1681. 


In 1690 due to counterfeiting the Government decreed that all 
genuine Koban in local circulation would be countermarked 
with a lion rampant facing to the left. However due to reduc- 
tions in fineness of the official Japanese issue and problems with 
counterfeiting not only of the Kobans themselves but also of the 
rampant lion stamp the countermarking ceased. After this time 
gold Kobans were not officially countermarked and once again 
circulated valued only for their gold content. 


The present discovery piece is a Koban countermarked with a pre- 
viously unrecorded “W.S coat-of-arms in circle” stamp together 
with the punched inscription N (for nummer = number) 483. This 
coin bears what Scholten, writing in 1953, describes on the official 
countermarked Koban (Sch 10) as, “a number of signs of warranty 
impressed by merchants.” These are also known as chopmarks. 


Most remarkably perhaps is the discovery of the original VOC 
assay certificate of 1773 attesting to the fineness and weight of this 
exact coin. The certificate states that No. 483 is one gold coubang 
(Koban) and of a stated weight & fineness. It is dated at Batavia 
(Jakarta, the capital of the Netherlands East Indies) on the 23rd 
of January 1773 and signed LEENDERT VAN ELIOT. As stated in 
the Plakaatboek 1602-1811 of J.A. van der Chis (1891) Leendert van 
Eliot was the assayer at Batavia, apparently, by late 1765. According 
to additional historical records Heritage has found that previously 
he had been assayer at the Mint of Utrecht in the Netherlands 
from 1762 to 1765 as well as acting as Warden of the Mint in 1764. 
He may have been sent to the Indies to work on the major silver 
rupee coinage which was inaugurated effectively in 1765. 


Most interestingly perhaps the certificate, which had likely 
remained with the coin for two centuries, was discovered by the 
coin’s owner at a banknote auction held by Spink & Son, where it 
was described a a banknote of one gold coubang (Koban)! It was 
only some time later that the owner - a banknote collector - real- 
ized that the number, “783,” on the note he had seen previously 
was the same as the number on the Koban, and ultimately linked 
the “banknote,” which turned out not to be a banknote, but a 
receipt for the cut Koban. The certificate will also be included for 
the buyer of this lot.

They were 
made in England (mint location unknown) on contract for the Missionary Society (founded in 1794), which was renamed the London Missionary 
Society in 1818; this organization sponsored Christian missionaries all over the British Empire. In Africa, in later years (the 1870s), its most 
famous missionary was the explorer David Livingston. Not a great deal of knowledge exists about these curious coins. It is known that they were 
shipped to the colony during the years 1815 and 1816 but mintage figures are not known; the LMS finally gained a strong position as a mission- 
ary organization in South Africa in 1822, but the majority of these struck tokens perished shortly before then, by being smelted locally. Survivors 
have come down to modern collectors merely by accident. The flying dove bearing the symbol of peace was the society’s emblem, an image that 
was resurrected in the 1880s and 1890s when the “Victorian” bronze pennies came into being. This is an important coin, or token of money, for 
any serious South African collector.

less than perfect, the surfaces having the slightest haze, which 
in our opinion denotes a “fresh” or original coin, and the rims 
squared off with wire edges. 


The first year of the ZAR coinage was minted on contract by the 
Royal Prussian Mint at Berlin, and this proof bears the engraver’s 
initials, “O.S.” (for Otto Schultz), on President Kruger’s shoulder, 
in relief. Schultz had a long list of engraving triumphs to his name 
by the time he was entrusted with the task of preparing the dies 
for the Transvaal coinage, including a number of splendid royal 
medals. In fact, his specialty was medals, and his skill at produc- 
ing lifelike, deeply engraved portraiture in metal is readily seen 
in his rendering of the bust of President Paul Kruger (1825-1904, 
President of the Republic from 9 May 1883 until 10 September 
1900) on each of the dies he created for the commencement of the 
new coinage in 1892 — the bronze penny, the silver pieces from 
3 pence to 5 shillings, and the pair of gold issues. Numismatists 
who wish to study closely all of these coins will discover their 
special crispness of detail, and sharpness of rims, compared 
to what is seen on the issued dates that followed, those of 1893 
onward. On the rare proofs of 1892, however, Otto Schultz’s skills 
are most masterfully presented. We can only speculate on why so 
few proofs of the first year’s coinage were struck, but the purposes 
must surely have been to keep a few examples of the coins for the 
engraver or his employer, and for a mere handful of politicians 
associated with the coins’ creation. The “double shaft” feature 
of these coins, seen with perfect clarity on this gold proof, did 
however cause a well-known objection from the coins’ contractors 
when first examined: never having seen a veldt wagon, Schultz 
erred by making the wheels the same size but more egregiously by 
placing two shafts at its front, whereas the authentic wagon was a 
Dutch voortrekker or disselboom having a single pole, not a van- 
wagon with two. It is also recorded that Kruger himself ordered 
the engraver to remove his initials from all further coinage, and 
was angry at their appearance, which nearly cost him re-election: 
evidently Schultz was unaware that, in Afrikaans, his initials 
formed the word for Ox. The alternations occurred in 1892 and 
may be seen on all subsequent coinage of this period. This marvel- 
ous proof Pond is therefore not only an especially well-preserved 
golden treasure but also the finest possible rendering of the artist’s 
original conception for the coinage. One of the most important of 
all classic South African coins — and truly a magnificent rarity!

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. STRAITS SETTLEMENTS 


A Great Rarity from the Straits Settlements

toothed borders perfectly detailed. The only slightly soft area of strike is at 
the center of the reverse on the left bottom portion of the large “0” in “20” — 
but this is a normal feature generally in this series. Abrasions are scattered 
and faint, all seeming to date to the time of issue as they are toned over. 


The Straits Settlements was the name given to a collection of territories of 
the British East India Company in Southeast Asia which were collectively 
administered by Great Britain as a crown colony beginning in 1826 during 
Britain’s imperial wanderings around the globe. Various territories between 
the Indian Ocean and the South China Sea were divided up by the European 
powers, and certain lands became known as the Straits Settlements by 
the Anglo-Dutch Treaty of 1824, which split the Malay archipelago into a 
British zone in the north and a Dutch zone in the south. In April of 1867, 
the Settlements became a British crown colony, answerable to the Colonial 
Office in London instead of to the government of India based in Calcutta. A 
governor was appointed to direct the affairs of its citizens, consisting mostly 
of Chinese, Malays and Indians. Commerce thrived as various native prod- 
ucts were taken to a broader market. A British colonial coinage commenced 
in 1871, mintages for the first few years being particularly small, and most of 
those coins seem to have been spent to oblivion by century’s end. 


The 1871 20 Cents coin is an important rarity in this series in which numer- 
ous coins are elusive in grades above VF. The higher the grade, in many 
cases, the rarer the coin — not just a little rarer, but considerably rarer. Any 
number of 1870s-era silver coins are difficult to find in EF or better, for 
instance — or, once found, to duplicate. In a coin having any luster at all, say 
with slight wear, the rarity can jump once again. For the 1871 20 Cents issue, 
the KM standard reference lists a value in “UNC” of $7,000 but what is it 
based on? We cannot trace any sale of a coin of this quality in recent auction 
history. It seems to be nearly impossible to find in UNC condition, but why? 
Why is it so rare? These coins were manufactured in Britain, then shipped 
by sea to the far-off colony. Once there, they were used. They were not saved; 
they were used. Banks and merchants distributed them, and they tended 
to circulate widely through the Straits and also in nearby colonies — for 
years and years. It seems that a relative handful of certain types and dates 
of Straits coins remained in Britain and were saved by contemporary collec- 
tors. This describes the situation in general for the silver coins, but virtually 
none of the first years of most silver denominations were saved by collec- 
tors whether in Britain or elsewhere. In January 2007, we were fortunate to 
auction an 1873 5 Cents, graded MS62 by NGC. Such a coin, in the quality 
we offered, had not appeared for sale in some time, and it sold for $13,000 — 
a multiple of the KM catalogue value then and now. It was the second year 
of issue for that denomination. Its mintage was 60,000 pieces. Another has 
not appeared for sale in such a condition in the intervening five years. But 
the tiny 1873 5 Cents in MS62 pales in comparison to the rarity of any UNC 
1871 20 Cents, which was the first year of issue for its denomination — and 
it had the smallest mintage (16,000 coins) of all Straits Settlements issues. If 
another early silver coin, with a mintage say in the tens or the hundreds of 
thousands, in the 19th century, may be said to be rare in Mint State, what 
might be the assessed rarity rating of the 1871 20 Cents, in MS63 as seen 
in the present lot? And what might be its value, compared to its KM listed 
price of $7,000 in uncertified “UNC”? This coin was missing, in any grade, 
from the Diana Collection, sold by Baldwin’s in 2009. In fact, we can locate 
only a few sales, in any grade, of this coin within the past ten years, but this 
is the first certified MS63 ever to be offered (to our knowledge) for sale at 
auction. Its value will be determined by worldwide bidding in this auction. 
No one can say definitively at this point how rare it is in this condition, but 
it appears that virtually all of the 20 Cents coins struck back in 1871 have 
perished in the intervening 141 years.

While serving as the governor of Syria, Varus guarded the 
borders against the menace of Parthia and violently suppressed 
revolts in Judaea and Samaria, when it was learned that they had 
been apportioned to Herod Archelaus in the will of Herod the Great. 
The military operations in these regions are sometimes known as 
“Varus’ War.” Varus, however, is best known for his role in events 
after he returned from Syria and took up a command in Germany 
in AD 6. In AD 9, he led three legions against the German tribes at 
the Teutoberg Forest. He was killed and the legions annihilated in 
one of the greatest military disasters of Roman history.

Ceiba & Mtn c/s on Cob Real 1846 & 1849 Duet, KM 47 (and 
C12) dated 1846-JB, plus KM-unlisted date of 1849. Due to a 
major shortage of post-colonial Central American coinage being 
available for daily circulating usage, the old cob coinage of Potosi 
and Lima entered its second century of use. Most were worn 
nearly smooth and many were “clipped”. The authorities guar- 
anteed their nominal value by marking them with a design very 
much like the contemporary CAR Ceiba tree / mountains motif. 
The “Habilitada en Costa Rica” displayed the assayer JB who 
remained active until 1855. The backside showed the CAR legend, 
legally inaccurate but familiar to the CR population. That legend 
showed the date as 1846. Those dies were used for about three 
years until circulation of cobs was officially banned in mid-1849 
in order to encourage use of the new Republica de CR coinage and 
countermarked CAR pieces. 95% of all known cob pieces have the 
date 1846 but a very few have the date 1849 (not an accidentally 
inverted six once one studies the “9” punch).

Fortunately if one closely exam- 
ines his production, it is apparent that the die prepared to make 
them was sloppily produced so that excess metal is around the 
few letters and fraction. On an upbeat note, this current example 
is actually quite a “little jewel”, much nicer than one would ever 
expect for the category of AU50, and without any excess metal. 
In reality we see no evidence of corrosion, nor wear, and suspect 
it may be nearly the equal to the Dana Roberts’ lot 23717 (with 
blow-up photo) enthusiastically sold in Chicago last April.
